— Though 
I  have  feen  His  Majefty  very  unquiet,  it  did 
not  a  rife  to  that  degree  of  inquietude  which  de-* 
noted  a  difeafe  that  would  he  of  very  long;  du- 
ration*  I  thought  there  was  fomething  in  the

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illnefs,  that,  under  proper  care,  run  to  any 
great  length,  which  had  not  been  fo  preceded. 
— As  for  experience,  I  have  vifited  a  confider- 
able  number  of  patients  in  that  difeafe,  in  and 
round  Reading. — -Finding  they  could  not  be 
taken  fo  much  care  of  as  they  ought  to  be  in 
their  houfes,  and  that  I  might  be  as  little  in¬ 
terrupted  as  poffible  in  the  practice  of  other 
branches  of  my  profeffion,  I  built  a  houfe, 
contiguous  to  my  own,  for  the  reception  of 
fuch  patients. — I  vifited  them  there  conftantly 
every  day. — I  had  from  8  to  io  patients  there 
ufually  at  a  time. — During  that  time,  two  pa¬ 
tients  were  admitted,  who  were  reafonably 

deemed  to  be  incurable  at  the  time  of  their

coming,  and  for  y^ars  before. — During  the 
charge  of  my  patient?,  for  five  years  together, 
at  that  houfe,  I  never  had  more  than  two  other 
patients  that  were  not  cured  within  the  year,
